Never were sublimer or better en- 
terprises undertaken by man nor will there 
ever be. Intemperance has become the ery- 
ing sin of our land, a besom of destruction 
which is sweeping away every interest of 
existence, It must be stayed, or life will 
cease to be a blessing. Whocould live in a 
world of drunkenness?

ADVOCACY OF CHRIST. 

As many as three months ago, a friend in 
Montville put into our hands the following 
paper, which he had received from a Baptist 
minister in his neighborhood, expressing his 
desire that we would examine its contents 
and notice it in our columns. From causes 
purely accidental—the article having been 
mislaid and forgotten—we have delayed no- 
ticing it till the present time, 

It seems that our correspondent had at. 
tended the meeting of the Baptist minister, 
who, in the course of his sermon, declared 





that no sinner had an advocate with the Fa- 
ther ; or rather, as he subsequemly qualified | 
himself at a private interview,—that the sin- 
ner had no evidenne of Christls being an 
advocate for him with the Father. Mr. A. 
thinking that what is written in beripture is 
good evidence, mentioned sevetal texts to 
Mr. R. (the minister,) which th§ latter pro- 
mised to consider and send the former the 
result of his deliberations upon them. The 
following ix what he sent. For obvious rea- 
sons we do not think it necessary to give the 
names of the parties. ‘The remarks which 
we shall make, will appear as notes, with 


a 


references. 

Mr. JI——: I have examined the passages 
you presented me, and I here give you the 
result. 

1st John ii. 1. “ My little children, these 
things write I unto you, that ye sin not. And 
if any man sin, we have an advocate,” &e. | 
Nothing can be plainer than that the pro- 
noun we refers to the apostle and those he 
called “little children.”” And it is beyond 
all controversy that by “little children” he 
meant professed saints only. (1) 

Rom. viii. $4. “* Who is he that condemn- 
eth,” &c. By examining this verse you will | 
see that it is connected with the 33d, where 
the apostle inquires, “ Who shall lay any 
thing to the charge of God’s elect 7” Now 
his argument in the 34th verse is this: If 
Christ died, arose, ascended to heaven, and 
there makes intercession for the elect, who 
ean condemn them? The 26th verse re- 
lates to the influence of the Holy Spirit, in 
assisting saints in prayer ; and therefore has 
no allusion to the advocacy of Christ. (2) 

1 Tim. ii. 3—6. It is the 5th verse here, 
that relates to the point under examination. 
‘For there is one God, and one mediator 
between God and men,” &e. This passage 
relates to the medinatorial office, as being ap- 
pointed between God and men; but does | 
not assert how extensive, or how limited the 
office is. (3) 

Heb. vii. 25. ‘* Wherefore he is able al<o 
to save them to the uttermost that come unto | 
God by him,” &e. This passage asserts, 
that Christ ever lives to make intercession 
for such asx come unto God by him. But 
mankind js generally rebelling against 
God! (4) 

Heb. ix. 34. The pronoun us in this pas- 
sage refers to the apostle and the Hebrews 
who had professed the christian religion ; 
Christ had gone into heaven, to appear be- 
fore God for such. (5) 

1 Peter iii. 18. When Christ made this 
prayer, he had not entered on his mediatoral 
office ; besides, we know not, but Christ’s 
murderers were all afterwards converted. 
By comparing this with John xvii. 9 “I 
pray not for the world, but for them which 
thou hast given me,’ we have reason to 
conclude that his murderers were included 
in those given him in the covenant of re- 
demption. (6) 

Isaiah litt. 12. All the saints are by na- 
ture transgressors, consequently he made in- 
tercession for transgressors. ‘The trans- 
gressors here are probably those who are 
in verse 10, called his seed. (7) 

Dear Sir, May you and I earnestly seek 
to be interested in the truth as it is in Jesus. 
May we truly repent of our sins, and then, 
when we stand before the bar of God, we 
shall have Christ to plead our cause, 


(1) ** We,” then, means professed saints 
enly—no sinner—and the former only have 
an advocate with the Father. There was a 
time, surely, when they were sinners,—and 
then they had no advocate with the Father. 
How then, without such an advocate, did 
they obtain a remission of their sins? But 
did John consider that ‘ we” did not inelade 
sinners, and that those had no advocate ? 
Let us see. Notice two or three of the pre- 
ceding verses. 





“If we say we have no sin, 
we deceive ourselves and the truth is not in 
us. If we [who? sinners] confess our sins, 
he is faithfel and just to forgive us our sins, 
and to cleanse us [sinners] from all unright- 
eousness. If we say that we have not sin- 
ned, we make him a liar and his word is not 
in us.” This settles the fact, that John was 
speaking of a way for sinners to obtain re- 
mission of sin, and that those had an advo- 
cate with the Father. Mr. R. is careful not 
to notice the next verse—probably because 
he was aware that it would not answer bis 
purpose. “If any man sin, we have an ad- 
vocate with the Father. And he is the pro- 
pitiation for our sins ; and mot for ours onLY 
but also for the sins of the whole world.” 
Christ, then, is the propitiation and advo- 
cate for the sins not of the ‘‘professed saints 
only,” but also for the sins of the whole 
world. 

(2) Mr. R. does not seem inclined to look 
farther back than verse 33, where he finds 
that most welcome word “elect”, In the 
previous verse we read as follows: « He 
that spared not his own son, but delivered 
him up for us all, how shal! he not with him 
also freely give us all things.’ Mr. R. de- 
Lghts in the pronouns, “we,” “us,” &c. but

American Colonization Society.—A meet- 
ing of this Society was held in the city of 
New-York on Wednesday evening, which 
is described in the New-York papers as be- 
ing one of the most numerous that were ever 
assenvbled there. The Mayor took the chair, 
and the meeting was addressed by Messrs. 
D. B. Ogden, Hugh Maxwell, Frelinghuy- 
sen, Hawks and several others. Resolu- 
tions were adopted, declaring the principles 
of the Society equally favorable to our own 
union and happiness, and the improvment 
of the African race, and recommended that 
the sum of 20,000 be raised for the promo- 
tion of its objects, and for the establishment 
of a settlement on some portion of the Libe- 
rian ‘Territory, to bear the name of New- 
York. The sum of $3406 was received in 
contributions and subseriptions before the 
close of the meeting.—Boston Patriot.

Mr. Joseph Ingham, the gentleman who 
some time ago jumped out of his bed-room 
window, at the Tremont House, in Boston, 
committed suicide on Tuesday morning, at 
the City Hotel, N. York.

An East India- 
man, the Ann & Amelia, was lost on the 
coast of Boulogne, between which place 
and Dundirk, a dozen vessels are said to 
have been wrecked. 


The cholera has appeared at St. Bernard 
and Alost, as well as at Willebrock, in Bel- 
gium. In the camp at Castieaux, the op- 
thalinia was raging to such an extent, that 
the hospitals could not contain the patients. 

Frankfort papers of Aug. 27th state, that 
the Emperor of Russia inteuded to meet the 
Emperor of Austria and the King of Prussia 
at Toeplitz, but would travel incognito. 


There is nothing later from Portugal.— 
The London Morning Post, which is triend- 
ly to the cause of Don Miguel, states that 
the army at Bourmont, on its way to Lisbon, 
was 22,000 strong, and was to be joined at 
Torres Vedras and Arbrantes by 10,000 
more: but this statement is probably a very 
extravagantone.

Workmen are now engaged erecting an 
apparatus upon a plan invented by Mr. Per- 
kins, for warming the whole of the Bank- 
ruptey Court with pipes filled with hot wa- 
ter. The water is heated in a worm con- 
sisting of about 30 rows of iron pipes, about 
the size of gun barrels, which are placed 
ever a furnace in the lower part of the 
building. Pipes of the same size branch 
from the upper part of the worm to all parts 
of one side of the :building, up which the 
water will ascend by the force of the heat; 
and after travelling through the various 
apartments decends at the opposite side, 
whev it again returns into the worm and is 
re-heated.

Eartuavaxe my Cuna. By arrivals at 
New York from Havana, advices from that 
city have been received to Sept. 20th. A 
letter of the 23d of August, from St. Jago 
de Cuba, contains the following: “On the 
17th inst. at 19 minutes past 10, P. M., sev- 
eral shocks of an earthquake were felt in 
this city, more severe than usual, At 9 
minutes past 11, others still more severe; 
and 11 minutes past 5 on the following 
morning, two others. On the 20th, about 
$ 1-2 P. M. another shock, though slight, 
was felt, and several persons say they per- 
ceived two more. These events could not 
be regarded with indifference by a commuity 
which remembered the horrors of the great 
earthquakes in 1678 and 1766. It was feared 
they might be the precursors of some dire 
calamity.”

In Portland on the 9th inst. Col. Isaac Lane of 


and on Friday committed to the grave whither they were 
attended by a procession of mourning friends extending 
more than a fourth of a mile. 

Col. Lane was born in Buxton, within a mile of his 
late residence in Hollis. His ancestors were among 
the earliest settlers of Buxton. Lis futher held a Cap- 
tains commission in the Revolutionary army, and Isaac, 
impelled by an ardent patriotism, ata very youthful 
age was found in the ranks of his father’s company.— 
When his services were no longer needed he re urned 
to civil pursuits and soon became distinguished for bis 
enterprize, activity and public spirit. He erected mills 
at Salmon Falls, on Saco River, eight miles above Sa- 
co, at a time when such an undertaking was thought ex- 
treme folly, so far in the country was that place consid- 
ered. But he soon began to reap the fruit of his superi- 
or enterprize and sagacity as settlements and mills ex- 
tended far up the river above Salmon Falls. Here he 
plied the business of a lumberman until the late wat 
with Great Britain, when he received a Colonels’ com- 
mission in the army and took command of the 33d Reg- 
iment. ‘this regiment he commanden in several severe 
engagements and continued at its head, until the army 
was disbanded, when he retusned to hi< mills at salmon 
Falls and renewed and extended his former business, 
which he successfully prosecuted until his death. 

Besides the military services of Col. Lane, he filled 
many important civil situations, with credit t» himself 
and benefit to his country. ie was several times a mem- 
ber of the Legislature, once High Sheriil of the County 
of York—a wember of the first and several subsequent 
Executive Councils of this State, and one of the last 
Electors of Pre-iient of the U. States. He discharged 
the duties of all these «tations with faithfulness. In fine, 
he was always distinguished, in a! situations, fur pat- 
riotism, public spirit, fidelity and zeal. 

But it was not only in his public services that he was 
distinguished. Deserving of remembrance as they un- 
doubtedly are, his private virtues, graced by great sua- 
vity of manners, will leave the longest and deepest im- 
pressions on the recollections of his numerous relatives 
and friends. Asa public man all honored him; as a 
citizen, all respected him; »s a neighbor and friend all 
esteemed and confided in him; but in the family circle 
all lovedhim. To his family the loss is irreparable, 
and in an extensive community the breach will not Le 
easily filled. His ho-pitality was proverbial for he was 
never so well satisfied, as when his spacious mansion 
was crowded with friends or strangers, and his greatest 
delight was to surround his table with keen appetites 
and smiling faces. ‘The day before he was seized with 
the complaint which terminated his existence is remark- 
ed as being characteristic of his whole life in this re- 
spect. It was on Monday, Sept. 20th, that he had oc- 
casion to raise the frame of a new mill. In the true 


50 or 60 persons and the day being pleasant he h ida 
table spread in the yard near the house and most Lounti- 
fully covered, and literally, by going into the “highways 
and hedges’’ he found guests to fill the seats, while he 
made it his business to see that all were well provided. 
How happy he seemed in attending to the appetites of 
his ts was noticed at the time. How little did any 
of them think it was the last time they would look upon 
him alive. The next morning: he went iato Portland 
on business, from whence he was brought a corpse in 
sixteen days. The impression this incident leaves on 
the minds of all, is easier imagined than described. 
Col. Lane was also, a bright example in morals, 
more especially in the cause of temperance. He might 
be considered a pioneer in that cause. Before temper- 
ance societies came into fashion he had utterly discard- 
ed ardent spirits and wholly banished them from his 
premises. He not only excluded them from his house,

The character, virtnes and graces of this excellent 
man are themes upon which w: should delight to expa- 
tiate, but we ure admonished that if our ability would 
permit, the columns of a newspaper are too much re- 
strained to allow the proper performance of the melan- 
cholly pleasure and we must therefore close with a brief 
reference to the religious views and feelinzs of the de- 
ceased. Col. Lane was emphatically a Christian— 
not a professing, but a practical christian. He was 
no sectarian, bat liberally contributed to ali sects. Yet 
in his faith and works he wasa Universa'ist, though he 
did not assume the name. He openly and decidedly, 
at all proper seasons, declared his belief in the impary 
tial and universal goodness of God and relied upon the 
Savior, as the Savior of the whule world. This he has 
repeatedly avowed to the writer, and on his death bed, 
he several times declared his faith unchanged and his 
confidence stronger and stronger. In this frame of 
mind, and at peace with all the world, he cheerfully re- 
signed his spirk to his Maker, retaining the full exer- 
cise of his reason to the last. [Comm.
